IS BROKEN IN MISSOURI 


JAPANESE ARE MAKING 


TURNING MOVEMENT 


Ominous Silence From the Front 
May Mean That Army of a Quarter 


of a Million is Cut Off and 


flust Surrender. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 18, 2:10 p. m.—Telegraphic com- 


. munication with the retreating Russian army has been cut for over 
twenty-four hours, but the authorities hope it is only temporary, 
declaring they have no information that the Japanese have reached 
the railroad in General Linevitch's rear. 


Nevertheless, with the curtain down, the War Office naturally 


is the prey of the direst forebodings. The last word from the front 
was contained in a telegram from one of the Associated Press Rus- 


-: sian correspondents, the only correspondent with the retiring army. 
1 It presa.ged an attack from the rear. The telegram, although dated 


. Changtufu (fort)' miles north of Tie Pass) at 4 o'clock Thursday 


afternoon, was sent from Kaiyuan, thirty miles north of Tie Pass, 


i and only reached St. Petersburg this, morning. It was brief, saying 
! simply that the army was retiring in good order and destroying the 
: railroad as it went, but was constantly pressed by the Japanese, the 


I rear guard action being continuous. 


OMINOUS WORDS. 


There were ominous words in the concluding sentence, as fol- 


1 lows:

"We believe .the Japanese are making a wide turning movement 


' norirrand;-'tha't they,'aie ready/.to fall upon us when we get .out of the 


ring-like group of mountains which surround the Tie Pass gorge." 


In the long retreat to Harbin the Russians only have the advan- 


' tage of the Mandarin road as far as Kaiyuan, whence it bears east- 
ward to Kirin, while the railroad continues. north to . Harbin. 
Ac- 


- cording to the 
General Staff, however, a .good wagon road runs 


parallel to the railroad. But for an army of a quarter of a'million 


. men, encumbered with impediments, with an active enemy relent- 


'•• lessly pursuing and operating on its flanks and the constant threat of 


• the enemy closing the line of retreat, it 'is admitted that the single 
: railroad and wagon road afford poor prospects of General Linevitch 
•' being able to bring off the remnants of the army confided to his care 


1 without a tremendous sacrifice of life. 
If the Japanese actually suc- 


ceeded in throwing a strong force across the line of retreat, it is rec- 
o°nized that the army might be forced to capitulate. 


RAISING HUGE ARMY. 


In the meantime the mobilization of ~a new army has already 


; begun in several provinces, although the order has not yet been pub- 
' lished.

The newspapers generally endorsed the Linevitch's selection as 


temporary commander-in-chief on the ground that Kuropatkin's lack

WILL PART US".

These Words Were Spoken By Lena 


Koehn Who is Being Tried on 


Charges of Murder. 


"I would give all the world to be out 


of my present trouble. I couldn't think 
of divorce. Nothing but death will part 
us now." 


Those were the words attributed to 


Mrs. Lena Koehn, accused of the mur- 
der of her husband, Edward Koehn, by 
Miss Mollie Kruger of; "SO Fifty-eighth 
street. 
; 


Miss Kruger, a comely young woman; 


testified at the preliminary hearing ot 
Mrs: Koehn before Police Judge Sam- 
uels this morning. She; told .how Mrs. 
Koehn slept with her the Friday night 
preceding the Sunday morning Koehn 
was killed. 
\ 


"We went to my room arid Mrs. Koehn 


volunteered to speak ofiher trouble." 
said Miss Kruger. "She slid she would 
'give all the world if she <ould get out 
of the trouble, 
but thai she would 


never agree to a divorce. \Only death, 
she said, could part them. IShe did not 
tell me the nature of their trouble and 
I did. not ask her. The hext night,- 
Saturday, she came to ourlhouse and 
lold my- mother and me thpi Ed had 


come home, but had left without eat- 
ing his dinner. 
She asked us If we 


thought he would return that night, 
but of course we did not know." 


In answer to Deputy District Attor- 


ney Hynes, Miss Kruger told of sev- 
eral other conversations she had had 
with Mrs. Koehn before the shooting. 
The conversations 
were similar to 


those of, the Friday night when 
the 


woman now accused of murder 
said 


that nothing but death would separate 
her from her husband. 
Once she ask- 


ed Miss Kruger and her mother to go 
to Koehn and do something to prevent 
further trouble. 


FEW QUESTIONS ASKED. 


Attorney A. L. Frick asked only a 


few questions that shed no new light 
on the case. 


Mrs. Amelia Kruger; mother of the- 


former 
witness, 'was. the only one 


whose testimony aroused the'.defend- 
ant from her apparent lethargy. It is 
the first time that Mrs. Koehn .has 
consulted with her attorney, but when 
Mrs. Kruger said that the accused had 
a-t first said her .husband committed

She went through 
the house hurriedly, she said, but had 
not found the body. 


BODY IN CLOSET. 


Mrs. Koehn insisted that her hus- 


band was in the closet of their bed- 
room and she returned to find' him 
dead. 


"I said, 'My God, Lena, what nas 


happened?' and she answered 'He's 
done it himself. When he found he 
couldn't get away he went into the 
closet and killed himself. " * 


The witness was he::e interrupted by 


the consultation between the defend- 
ant and Judge Frick and later 
Mrs. 


Kruger told of examining the body to 
see if life was extinct. She contra- 
dicted other witnesses by declaring 
that the entire body was Inside the 


closet and not. across the threshold. 
After examining tha body Mrs. Kruger 
turned to the wife again and said, ac- 
cording to her testimony: 


'•'Lena, who did It?" 


IN SELF DEFENSE. 


"She said, 1 did It because I had to 


for my own protection,' " continued 
the witness. 
"Her mother, who was 


present, talked to Lena in Italian and 
: then said to me, 'My Lena had to do 
something. Ed came home and packed 
up his things and said that Lena would 
have to account for all the money he 
had.given to her. He .threatened her 
"and she had to do it." 


Attorney Frick was cross-examining 


Mrs. Kruger this afternoon.

Mrs. Minnie Dries, who lives at 791 


58th .street, testified before the Krug- 
ers were placed upon the stand. Her 
testimony was similar to that given 
by her husband yesterday.. She told 
how she had heard the shots; how 
Mrs.

CHICAGO. March 18.—The human race Trill be extinct on this earth 14 the co.urse of a few million years, 


according to Professor Samuel WilHston, professor of paleontology at the University of Chicago. While lectur- 
ing on the future of the earth's Inhabitants, Professor.Wllliston declared that, in his opinion, Instead of men at this 
future date, which he told the students would not come for something Hke 31000,000 years, the 'earth: will be -domi- 
nated by birds. 


"It will only be a natural course of events that wlU ultimately drive men from the 
dominant sphere on 


earth," said Professor Williston. "First came 'the fishes. They were dominant for a while and had to give way to 
the amphibians. Then came the reptiles and soon they yielded to'the mammals. Now the mammals are weaken- 
ing and the newest class, the birds, is growing to prominence, and in time I sincerely believe, will be the domi- 
nant Inhabitants of the earth. 


"Each of these classes developed to the highest degree of specialization and then began to wane. Man is de- 


veloped to the degree now and little more can be expected of him." 


Professor WJlliston is considered one of the leading experts in paleontology In this country and has written 


several treatises on evolution.

Viands on the Schooner Pearl 
are Lost in the Northern Sea 


Off the Coast of Alaska. 


BAN FRANCISCO. March 18.—Thirty- 


six sailors and fishermen who sailed from 
this port on the schooner Pearl on a cod 
fishing cruise along'the Alaskan coast 
have gone to their deaths 
in the icy 


•waters of the northern seas. 
The Pearl 


sailed out of this harbor* on December 7 
last for Sannak, where the Alaska Cod 
Fishing Company maintains a station. 
This morning a telegram was received 
by Alfred Greenbaum. the president of 
the company here, from their agent at 
tha northern station, announcing that on 
March 10. the date the message was 
started by mail to Valdez. where it was 
put on the wire, that the vessel had 
not then arrived, but instead wreckage 
from the vessel had been found on the 
coast of the Aleutian island close to the 
port for which she was bound, which 
indicated conclusively that the vessel had 
been lost, and with her went all her 
crew of sailors and the fishermen who 
were aboard of her. Among the wreck- 
age that was found was the figurehead 
of the vessel, and with It was a quantity 
of new lumber that was mcaked with 
the letter "C" in a diamonil. 
Lumber 


with such marks was carried as part of 
tho cargo of the schooner. 


ALL ARE LOST. 


The Pearl was in command of Cap- 


tain Emil Soderholm. who was an ex- 
perienced navigator of the northern seas. 
He had made a number of voyages in 
tho vessel to Sannak and was considered 
a careful officer.

The Pearl was a staunch little craft 


of about a hundred tons and was sent 
to sea well found 
to battle with 
the 


rigorous storms to be met in the winter 
season in the northern latitudes. It Is 
thought that as she was wrecked so close 
to her destination that she got caught in 
a snowrtorm 
when 
Hearing the rough, 


rocky coast, and in the blinding sleet the 
vessel drifted before the gale dnd piled 
up on the beach. There is little hope 
for any sailor whose vessel goes ashore 
on the rock-bound coast near Sannak. 
The vessel in average 
weather should 


have reached her destination by January 
1, and her owners were looking for her 
return to this port with a cargo of fish 
when the dispatch came announcing the 
finding of wreckage (rom the craft. Over 
two months had elpased since the time 
the vessel was due and the report of 
her loss was sent out, and in that time 
nothing had been heard of any member 
of her crew or of any of the fishermen 
she carried, and it is taken as good evi- 
dence that all hands went to death in 
the open sea along with their vessel. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—An un- 


known man was electrocuted early ' this 
morning at the corner of Fifth and Minna 
streets by a telephone wire falling across 
an electric light wire and striking him 
while in contact with the high power cur- 
rent of the light wire. The instant the 
telephone wire touched him he fell and 
died almost instantly. 
The dead man had a brass key with the 
initials "S..-U." in his pocket, .the key 
being such as are used by yardmen at 
the railroad depot. He was of light build; 
about 5 feet S inches In height and of 
t complexion. He wore a black over- 
coat, a black derby hat and a dark sack 
suit with black stripes. It is believed at 
the Coroner's office that he was on his 
way to work when death .struck him 
without a moment's warning.

stupendous character of the conflict is in keeping with the epoch- 
making character of the struggle itself. For trie first time sinoe the 
Saracenic invasion of Europe the Orient is measuring strength with 
the Occident. It is something of a surprise to find the technical skill, 
the military science and the most perfect preparation on the side of 
the Asiatic. Man for man the Japanese have shown themselves the 
better soldier ;s their organization is superior, their mastery of the 
military art the more complete, and their leadership abler in the field, 
field 


General MacArthur may not care to write history—may, indeed, 


be unfitted bv bent of mind to write it—but if his tastes be 'anything 
literary, and his capacity for narration only mediocre, he has a splen- 
did opportunity before him 
He is a disinterested spectator of one of 


the most titanic Struggles of any age. 
He has seen the fighting at 


close range, and is fully equipped by professional training, technical 
and military experience, to judge the relative merits of the opposing 
commanders and a.rmies. 


General MacArthur has seen the largest European army ever 


assembled repeatedly defeated, driven back and all but destroyed by 
an army of Asiatics led by Asiatic Generals and fighting for the integ- 
rity of an Asiatic empire. The situation is full of paradoxes, however. 
The Orient h?.s adopted and improved upon the arms, the organization 
and the military methods of the Occident. Not only has the Asiatic 
shown himself better disciplined, but he has taken better care of his 
wounded, and has conducted war more nearly in accordance with the 
rules of civi ' -ed nations than has his antagonist. 
He has exhibited a 


self-control and a spirit of humanity hitherto unsuspected. He is 
fighting for commercial freedom, and represents the cause of consti- 
tutional government and popular education. 


In short, the East and the West haive changed weapons, insti- 


tutions and methods, and once again it is being demonstrated that 
science, discipline and education are resistless forces. The Japanese 
is a better workman with the tools of civilization than the Russian. 
Plence it is the higher civilization that is triumphing in this war. 
It 


would enrich literature if such a capable and trained soldier as General 
MacArthur wete to write a pithy narrative of the struggle as it ap- 
peared to his eyes. 


Since the Japanese commander has proved himself such a fight- 


ing man, it is suggested that his name should be written O'Yama.

One Example of Municipal Ownership 


Municipal ownership is sometimes a mere device for using the 


pubhc credit to serve the purposes and profit of monopoly. The New 
York Subway is' such an example, according to an -article by Ray 
Stannard Baker, in McClure's for March. The Subway was built 
with city money, and is nominally owned by the city, but for the 
next fifty years at least, it is leased to the Interborough Company, of 
which August Belmont is the controlling spirit. 


The building of the Subway was let in a lump to 
the Mc- 


Donald Contracting Company, of which Belmont was the chief 
stockholder, by whom it was sublet to other contractors in sections. 
The profits of McDonald and Belmont are estimated at from $6,000,- 
ooo to $8,000,000. 


The city furnished the money for the entire work; and the cost 


of this money and credit to the Belmont company for the period 
of contract is 3 1-4 per cent plus I per c,ent to sink the debt—or 4 1-4 
yearly, probably less than what money would have cost the com- 
pany had it borrowed on its own credit. Thus the company will 
have sacrificed nothing in turning over the subway to the city, fully 
paid for, at the end of 50 or 75 years 
On the other hand, the com- 


pany during this long period Cd.n charge five-cent fares, is free from 
taxation, free from liability to damage claims from adjacent property, 
and free from all control of its operations by the.city government 
It is as if the city had built a street railway system of the most valuable 
franchise character in its possession and turned it over to the Bel- 
mont company for unrestricted use for 75 years, to make out of it all 
that the company could. 


This is a worse case of municipal ownership than the Philadelphia 


gas works. There the city owned its own lighting plant, and leased 
it out for 75 years to a private corporation which has a monopoly of 
-the gas business in Philadelphia, but in New York' the city was bond- 
ed to construct a subway for the use and benefit of a corporation. 
Still it is called by courtesy municipal ownership. The city owns 
the hole, but the Belmont company owns the business and makes 
all the profit. The stock of the Interborough Company is now^sell- 
ing above 200 on the /stock market, and the profits of the company 
are acknowledged to be far in excess of all anticipations.. 


City Controller Edward M. Grout tersely stated the case in a let- 


ter to the late Andrew H. Green: "I know it is tne fashion to speak 
of this subway as an instance of municipal ownership. It may be 
such three generations hence. To-day it is merely a lending of muni- 
cipal credit with exemption from taxation for the benefit of individ- 
uals." 


Still there is something to be said in favor of the present ar- 


rangement. The Interborough Company equipped the subway with 
tracks and rolling stock, and they pay into the city treasury a yearly 
rental equal to the interest and the annual payments into the sink- 
ing fund, so that the city will own the subway debt free at the ex- 
piration of the present contract. 
Nevertheless the people would 


scarcely have sanctioned the proposition had they known before- 
hand how the Belmont syndicate was to profit from the vast sums 
voted to promote rapid transit. Like charity, municipal ownership 
can be made to cloak a multitude of iniquities.. 


Shabby Excuse For Bicycle Nuisance 


The objection Councilman Elliot makes to the passage of the ord- 


inance forbidding bicycle riding on the sidewalks is the most biting 
commentary on the neglected condition of Oakland's streets yet to be 
made. _ Mr. Elliot's ground for giving wheelmen the run of "the side- 
walks is that the streets are in too bad a state of repair to be available 
for bicycles. If this be true, who is to blame? Why is the condition 
permitted to exist? Is it any valid excuse for the city government to 
point to its own shortcoming in one particular as an excuse for failure 
to do its duty in another? 


Mr. Elliot offers no remedy for the evil condition of the streets, 


but he would predicate one evil upon another. The obvious way to 
begin reforming transit conditions in Oakland is not to legally justify 
a dangerous nuisance that involves a continuous invasion of the rights 
of pedestrians, but to mend the streets. The thing to do is to put the 
thoroughfares in decent order and keep the bicycles off the sidewalk. 


It is a shameful confession for a city of 100,000 inhabitants to make 


that she is unable or unwilling to keep her streets in repair, and must 
therefore allow wheelmen the run of the sidewalks to the personal 
danger and annoyance of pedestrians to whom the use of the sidewalks 
is dedicated. As a lawyer, Mr. Elliot knows the city has no right 
to authorize wheeling on the sidewalk, but simply allows it by suffer-

career, haa attained sufficient distinc- 
tion to have won recognition at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 


It is not alone the skilled hand that 


she displays, but the quick imagina- 
tion of the lover of animals wiich in- 
f6rms her subjects with life. 


It Is this quality, which attracted Mr. 


admiration. Himself a passionate lov- 
er of all the four-footed world, he 
quietly acquired every product of her 
brain and chisel as fast as It was put 
on sale by a Boston dealer. 


Miss Hyatt was wholly in ignorance 


of this fact till Mr. Lawson wrote her 
for a full list of her works and took 
occasion to express his delight in her 
present accomplishment and his con- 
viction that the'future would prove her 
the greatest in her line. 


Mr. Lawson has commissioned Miss 


Hyatt to execute for him enough stud- 
ies of animal life to circle a large round 
table.

Senator Morgan ot Alabama In the 
3anto Dominican treaty. discussion as 
composing the Reader Syndicate, which 
had In hand a plan for raising the 
debts ot the Dominican Republic and 
the sale of a naval port in the Island 
to th« American government, are in 
this city. It Is stated that Mrs. Reader 
was formerly Mies Ella Rawle ot Ala- 
bama, a ethnographer, who came to 
New York to 1891 to seek her fortune. 
In the course, of flve years she had be- 
come owner of a large stenographic 
bureau In Wall street, 
and, in the 


course of her business, did considerable 
work for the Venezuelan boundary 
commission. Later she w-snt to Lon- 
don, and, representing a 
prominent 


English banking firm, procured from 
the Sultan of Jahore a Jo,000,000 rail- 
road contract. While in London ' she 
married Reader, a( native ol New Zea- 
land, who traveled widely and acted 
as confidential secretary to well known 
persons. 
The couple claim later 
to 


have taken charge ot a big Peruvian 
mining deal and by the diplomatic ef- 
forts of Mrs. Reader, to have averted 
a revolution in that country. In a^Tong 
statement Issued by the Readers they 
set forth their scheme for relieving the 
Santo Domingo situation which 
fell 


through when Commander Dllllngham 
arrived on the scene. They claim to 
have been engaged in the matter by 
one Perez, a secret agent here ot Pres- 
Ident Morales. Reader asserts that he 
consulted a well known attorney here 
(who 
yesterday Issued, a denial of all 


Interest In Santo Domingo affairs) and 
after outlining his plans to the lawyer 
took a/steamer for the Island.

her authority to negotiate treatlesNfor 
the debt settlement at Washington, as 
well as the entire financial rehabilita- 
tion of Santo Domingo.

"So, today, we meet, we who are the 
exiles of Erin} and the children of thi» 
exiles, to tell the great things that (Jod 
has wrought through our people.

so 
wo, 
whether we see the old land as once we 
saw it through -the mists of tears or see it 
only in imagination, that most beautiful 
land of vision our fathers told us of, we 
gain new strength from the association 
and the holy memories, and we nobly re- 
solve to keep as high in our time thn 
charge that has been delivered to us, that 
it may not be written of our generation 
that we did less service to God and 
humanity than the generation that went 
before us.

Of course if Ruef could get a fair field in these two parties he could, on 


primary day, swing over his programers and with their votes capture the 
Democratic organization. This would make him the most complete boss 
that San Francisco has ever known. He could do about as he pleased in 
the matter of nominations, of course taking his orders primarily from Herrin. 


But last night there was a session at the home of F. W. Dohrmann, the 


well-known merchant, which had for its object the organization of a move- 
ment tending to drive Ruef out pf power and to put an end to the Schmitz 
administration. I have not had a report as to just what was done at that 
meeting. But it grows out of the Merchants' Association movement to 
purify San Francisco politics, and I am told that the Merchants' Association 
members stand ready to put up no less a sum than $50,000 in the effort to 
capture the Republican primaries and" so send Ruef and Schmitz to political 
Coventry.

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These well-meaning and active citizens are somewhat at a loss to find a 


boss who can handle the push for them. Martin Kelly was working some- 
what their way, but his troubles at Sacramento have put him entirely out of 
the question. Phil Cnmmins seems to have lost a good deal of his grip,~and 
the rest of the men who are handy in handling the game seem to be in the 
Ruef ranks. It may be that the resourceful Gavin McNab can find time to 
capture the Democratic primaries again, and also to help the Merchants' 
Association 'Republicans in handling the push, which is, as of old, the most 
potent factor in carrying primary elections.

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Probably James H. O'Brien will again give McNab a tussle for Demo- 


cratic control, although it looks very much as if Hearst would have no more 
to do with San Francisco politics. The Iroquois Club has "started a move- 
ment for re-organizing the Democracy. 
But the O'Brien followers seem to 


have no faith in the re-orga.nization. It looks to them very much like 


McNab in a new mask. Still, the Iroquois have appointed a committee of I 
eighteen on organization and a sub-committee of five, which sub-committee j 
is to figure out ways and means for getting away with party control. This I 
sub-commitee is made up of M. C. Hassett, C. H. Holcomb, C. M. Mooser, i 
H. D. Davis and S. M. Van Wyck Jr. As O'Brien was not permitted toj 
join the Iroquois, when he once made an attempt to captuie that orgaif.sa-' 
tion for Hearst, it may be presumed that he is not very strong with this com- 
mittee Most of the members are very friendly to McNab.

Supervisors. 
Of course if Ruef wins the Republican organization he will 


no"";nate a straight Republican ticket, putting up Republican-Union Labor 
men in the district where Union Labor is strong,* and taking Citizens' Al- 
liance candidates from thv. district where that organization dominates. 


Should McNab consent to the nomination of a Republican Ms/or he 


will be accused of throwing down his old political partner, James B. Phelan, 
who seems eager to be nominated again.

brother-in-law, would also like to get the place and thinks Phela,n should 
r'.rp out of his way. He has been making quite a St. Patrick's Day cam- 
paign on the fact that he set up a tablet on the field of Fontenoy. Frank J. 
Symmes, Fairfax Wheelan, Andrea. Sbarboro and Senator Eddie Wolfe are 
among the Republicans suggested for the Mayoralty. Sbarboro wishes a 
vindication because of the slight put upon him by the-State Senate in refus- 
ing to confirm him as a trustee of the San Francisco Normal School. -

In looking over the districts it seems that the Merchants' Association 


might put up quite a fight if they would expend anything like $50,000 in the 
contest. It seems likely that Ruef can count upon the seven districts from 
the Twenty-eighth to the Thirty-fourth inclusive, and also on the Forty- 
fourth and Forty-fifth. 
This gives him nine of the eighteen districts, al- 


though it would not give him half of the convention, as the south-of-Market 
street districts will not cast as many. Republican votes as those of the West- 
ern Addition." The Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth districts are controlled by 
Senator Dick Welch and John Daly. The Thirty-eighth district is Eddie 
Wolfe's and should be good fighting ground. In the Thirty-ninth Fairfax 
Wheelan will have his old fight over again with Maestretti and the Schmitz- 
Ruef gang. But he should be able to beat them as he did before. 
The 


Fortieth is Henry Ach's district, and Ach and Ruef have not been friendly, 
but it is believed that they are getting together.

The Forty-second is close" and TorffT-fiordan generally lias a great deal to 
say about the Forty-third. The Thirty-seventh district is Postmaster Arthur 
Fisk's stamping ground, and though Fisk might not take the Ruef program, 
he would not let his men bolt the Republican convention, if Ruef won. 


It seems to be the general opinion that should Ruef win the convention 


and renominate Schmitz, the Merchants' Association men will bolt the con- 
vention and go in with McNab to nominate a non-partisan ticket. 
So, 


though the present outlook seems to favor Ruef, there is a chance for plenty 
of lively fighting, and if the Merchants' Association will spenf its money 
freely, it might quite readily make combinations that would completely over- 
throw an administration that has begun to disgust a great many men who 
are not political and professional purists.

architect whose work ranks him with 
the ablest of his profession anywhere 
That this assertion Is on unqualified one 
may appear somewhat strange to about 
every reader of Porter's Weekly.

St. Paul's was begun In 
1675 and finished In 1710. and- all of that 
thlrty-flve years Wren was In charge 
of the execution of his plans,

A hot 
iron or a spirit lamp dissolves sealing 
wax, • an impression in plaster having 
been taken of the seal. By the combined 
use of wafer and sealing wax, however, 
all attempts to open the letter otherwise 
than by force can be frustrated.

that is necessary Is to close the lette* 
first with a small moist wafer and to 
pierce the latter with a coarse needle 
(the 
same applies to mucilage), where- 


upon sealing wax may be used in the 
usual manner. This seal can neither be 
opened by dry heat nor by moisture.

veto it.

introduce it by 
the 
ladies of 


the 
California 
Club, who pre- 


sented a petition signed by all the 
leading physicians in the State But 
it was a foregone conclusion that 
the Governor would veto it be- 
cause it was known that he was in- 
tent on making a record for econo- 
my. 
The Senate, however, was 


glad of the opportunity to compel 
the Governor to assume the res- 
ponsibility of arousing the indig- 
nation of all those humane advo- 
cates of the measure who think it 
a disgrace that California should 
be one of the few states in the Un- 
ion without a hospital for con- 
sumptives, and who have no inter- 
est in Pardee's political aspirations. 


AS TO TWO 
APPOINTMENTS 


The most significant incident of 


the late session of the Legisla- 
ture was that of the turning down 
of two of Governor Pardee's ap- 
pointees—\. Sbarboro of this city 
and Charles Willard of Los Ange- 
les—both of whom are represent- 
ative reformers. The objection to 
Sbarboro was that his aggressive- 
ness durinf the protracted contro- 
versy over Billicit ig and Loan As- 
sociations was highly indiscreet. 
They adjudged him a reformed 
•with blowholes in his armor, but 
nevertheless the Governor abso- 
lutely refused to withdraw 'Sbar- 
boro's name, so the Legislature re- 
fused to confirm the appointment. 
Mr. Willard of Los Angeles is a 
Good Government club man intent 
on purifyinr the politicians and 
setting thing:, right. No blowholes 
could be found in his armor, but 
the statesmen objected to him on 
the ground that he was the repre- 
sentative of the long-haired fra- 
ternity, and Pardee withdrew his 
name. In doing so he virtually af- 
firmed the disqualification of re- 
formers, for there was no charge 
of unfitness against Willard, and 
the only objection to him was that 
he spent too much timt blocking 
the enterprises of machine politics.

HISTORY OF 
THE AH FONGS 


Admiral Whiting, who was in- 


jured in Honolulu last Tuesday, 
is the man who gave the Ah Kong 
sisters worldrwide celebrity by 
marrying one of them. His mar- 
riage created a big sensation in 
the navy for the Ah Fongs are of 
Chinese extraction. 
But t| since 


that marriage another naval officer 
wedded one of them and another 
became the wife of Judge Humph- 
reys of Honolulu. There were 
twelve sisters and they had one 
' brother, all the children of Ah 
Fong, a Chinaman who settled in 
Honolulu in 1862. 
He dealt in 


Chinese finery and was soon doing 
a thriving business, Later he be- 
came a sugar planter, the first in 
the islands, and he amassed a for- 
tune. 
His wife was not, as has 


been frequently stated, a 
full- 


blooded native woman 
Her ma- 


ternal grandfather was an English- 
man who married a native. Their 
daughter married a Yankee and 
Mrs. Ah Fong was the offspring of 
that union. The Ah Fongs occu- 
pied a unique residence in Hono- 
lulu 
It is an enormous pagoda 


with the oddest sort 
of piazzas 


about it. There are sixteen of the 
piazzas and they are all over 
twenty feet in width. 
It was an 


old story in Honolulu that Ah 
Fong built the piazzas &o that his 
daughters would have plenty of 
room to entertain their admirers. 


Some years ago Ah Fong took 


a trip to China and he never re- 
turned. When six months had 
passed and 
the 
rich Chinaman 


failed to return all Honolulu was 
intc.csted. Presently it was learn- 
ed that he had gone to visit a form- 
er wife and two sons in Peking and 
that he had no intention of leaving 
China, again. Before deserting- his 
Hawaiian 
family 
he converted 


about two million dollar;/ worth of 
property into cash, and all that re- 
mained was his sugar pl:>.tation. 
He tried to persuade his wife to 
sign deeds by which ;>he would 
have been rendered penniless but 
she refused. She managed to get 
about eight hundred thousand dol- 
lars' worth of sugar stock from 
him. 
His son accompanied him to 


China and 'he paid one hundred 
and ninety thousand dollars for an 
interest for that son in an English 
commission house in Hongkong. 
When Admiral Whiting married 
one of the Ah Fong girls she re- 
ceived from her father one hund- 
red thousand dollars in cash and 
two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars in securities. Eight of the 
girls were very attractive, despite 
their almond shaped eyes. All are 
petite and have peculiarly graceful 
ways, pleasing voices and a certain 
vivacity that has no comparable 
counterpart among American wo- 
men. They were very much sought 
after by officers of the American 
and British navies who gave them 
considerable social prestige. 
The 


officers were always at home in the 
At Fong residence. 
The girls 


were well educated, accomplished 
and stylish. I heard a naval officer 
sa,y once that he never knew what 
pleasing color effects could be 
achieved by women until he saw 
eight of the cute Ah Fong girls 
bunched at a "ball at Kalakaua's 
palace.—Town Talk. 


MRS. WHEELER'S 
OBJECTIONS 


Co-education at the State Uni- 


versity is palpably a failure. It is 


scarcely in the nature of the con- 
ditions that indiscriminate mixture 
of the sexes in a public institution 
could have been successful.

jamin Ide Wheeler, wife of the 
president of the University, in ht" 
objection to the Prytanean Socie- 
ty's trip to Sacramento to sfng 
"The Mikado" under the patron- 
age of the Tuesday club of that 
city. Mrs. Wheeler gave no other 
reason for her objection than the 
simple declaration that "it was not 
the proper thing." 
She was told 


that the young women would be 
"properly chaperoned," but Mrs. 
Wheeler would not recede from 
her position. It is a pretty bad 
state of affairs when women old 
enough to attend a university have 
to 
be 
disciplined 
in the pro- 


prieties. 
It would have been 


perfectly 
proper 
for 
any 
of 


the young men of the 
State 


University to stroll off to Sacra- 
mento, but the young women of 
that institution subject themselves 
to rebuke when they claim similar 
privilege, even under the semi- 
watchful eye of chaperons and du- 
ennas. 
Evidently Mrs. Wheeler 


does not accept the chaperon as 
the summum bonum of the con- 
ventions; and it is possible that 
she knows enough of the World 
and society to realize that a chap- 
eron is often 
like charity. Of 


course Mrs. Wheeler is not in ac- 
tual official authority at the Uni- 
versity. She has no right to ord- 
er the going or coming of the 
young women. But she has every 
right to express her opinion, and 
as the wife of the president her 
opinion carries weight especially 
with those who look askance at 
the modern hybrid system of co- 
education. 
• 


Not only co-education but edu- 


cation itself received a blow when 
Berkeley's yell leader was arrested 
for seduction on complaint of a 
graduate of the institution. Here 
is a young womanrwho is presum- 
ed to have been "cultured up," 
and to have had the primitive fury 
of her sex assuaged through the 
refining influence of higher educa- 
tion, 
publicly proclaiming 
her 


grievous indiscretion. To justify 
the exposure of her own frailty she 
asserts that she sacrificed herself 
to save others from the 
sinful 


machinations of the 
passionate 


student. 
It was an unfortunate 


and an unprofitable sacrifice. The 
young rake's progress in Cupid's 
court is not to be impeded by the 
flaunting of danger signals. A rep- 
utation for amatory conquest ap- 
peals to the romantic fancy of 
some young women. The Berke- 
ley girl is deserving of a great deal 
of sympathy, not only on account 
of the fickleness of the University 
yell leader, but also for her indis- 
cretion in making public confes- 
sion. It appears that she sought 
redress through the old-fashioned 
matrimonial method, faith in which 
has long been on the decline. The 
cardinal sin nowadays is transgres- 
sion of the commandment to avoid 
being found out.—Town Talk.
